Situated at the north end of 26th Street, they are easily 
reached either by motor or street car. From the Golf Club 
House there is a splendid view of the city and also of the 
mountains.

Seattle, Washington 

Seattle is located on Puget Sound between the Olympic 
Mountains on the west and the Cascade Range on the east. 
The city spreads*over 68.5 square miles and contains al¬ 
most 600,000 people in its metropolitan area. 

There are two fresh water lakes within the city, Lake 
Union and Green Lake, and a third, 26-mile long Lake 
Washington, forms the eastern boundary. Seattle has 193 
miles of waterfront. 

Seattle’s climate is mild and comfortable and never in 
history has the city had a temperature of more than 100 or 
of zero. The average summer temperature is 63 degrees, 
winters average 41 degrees. The average rainfall is 34 in. 

Blessed by nature with an enormous wealth of resources 
in timber, fish, minerals, horticultural and agricultural ad¬ 
vantages, water power, fine natural harbour, and location 
on a world trade route, Seattle is the financial, commercial, 
industrial, shipping, transportation and distributing center 
of the Pacific Northwest. 

Volunteer Park and Seattle Art Museum, 430 feet above 
sea level, affords a fine city and marine view. 

The University of Washington, with an enrollment of 
approximately 12,000 students, and a campus of 582 acres, 
bordering on Lake Washington and the Canal. 

Lake Washington Floating Bridge. This gigantic bridge 
of concrete is the largest floating structure in the world, 
and is 6,560 feet long, spans Lake Washington from Seattle 
to Mercer Island. 

Woodland Park and Green Lake. Zoological gardens con¬ 
tain 1,010 animals and birds. Elephants, kangaroos and 
monkey island compete as favorite attractions. Excellent 
facilities for picnics, with tennis courts, baseball diamonds, 
childrens’ playgrounds. Boats and swimming in Green 
Lake.

PORTLAND, Oregon 

PORTLAND—Oregon’s major market—is one of the Pa¬ 
cific Coast’s most important industrial centres. Exceedingly 
low power rates have caused it to become a centre of in¬ 
dustry. The broad Willamette River, flowing through the 
city has made it the west coast’s most important fresh 
water port. Vast shipments of wool, lumber, fruit and 
grain leave its harbour regularly. Portland is one of the 
greatest furniture centres west of Grand Rapids and among 
the other products for which it is famed are woolen blan¬ 
kets, swim suits and frozen fruit. Its scores of commercial 
nurseries and greenhouses ship bulbs and plants to almost 
every part of the world. In its bustling businesss section 
are smart modern shops and great department stores. The 
City of Roses is truly a city of business and industry, too. 

Portland ranks high in home ownership and these homes 
are lovely ones. Roses in profusion fill almost every garden 
of both mansion and cottage. Portlanders are justly proud 
of the cultural achievements of their city. Open air sym¬ 
phony concerts are held each summer in the great Mult¬ 
nomah Stadium. The youngsters of the city have formed 



the nation’s foremost junior symphony orchestra under 
the able baton of Jacques Gershkovitch. Three colleges lie 
within its boundaries—Reed College, Portland University 
and Albany College. And as a medical centre, Portland' is 
known as the Rochester of the West. The University of 
Oregon Medical School and clinics are nationally famous. 
It is indeed truthfully said, “There’s lots to do and lots to 
see in Portland!” 

Forty-two miles east of Portland on the Columbia River 
is famed Bonneville Dam. Here you will see salmon lad¬ 
ders (stairways for fish); the world’s highest single lift 
ship lock; the great lake and spectacular spillway where 
man has harnessed the mighty Columbia’s tremendous 
power. Bonneville Dam’s ultimate capacity of 518,000 kilo¬ 
watts gives the Columbia Empire a vast reservoir of power 
for a new era of industrial development. Attention has 
already been focused on electrochemical and electrometal¬ 
lurgical industries in which power is a substantial item in 
production costs. Columbia River channel improvements 
now in progress will create a deep water channel for ocean 
traffic through Bonneville Lock to The Dalles, 200 miles 
inland from the sea. A complete view of the gigantic power 
plant is available from vantage points on the highway.
